open, because of some appoint- 
ments made by Gov. Forrest 
Smith of Missouri to the police 
board. = 

Tells of Report on Gifts. 

It has been reported, the Mayor 
said, that Binaggio and his 
crowd “téok money” which was 
contributed on the theory that 
the murdered politician had 
enough influence to have Kansas 
City opened up for gambling. 

The witness told the Senate in- 
vestigators that it also was re- 
ported that a similar promise had 
been made to open up gambling 
in St. Louis. 

“Their hopes did not material- 
ize.” Kemp said. 

One of the reports was that 
Binaggio had _ collected  fronf 
gamblers more than $100,000 to 
help Gov. Smith’s 1948 campaign. 
Did some of the money collected 
by Binaggio for Smith come from 
gamblers out of the state? the 
witness was asked. 

“I can only say that the rum- 
ors had it so,” Kemp answered. 
“And I would not want to leave 
the impression for a 
this Is my opinion. 
talk about it.” 

, Binaggio’s Role. 

Did. Binaggio associate with 
public officials? was another 
question, and did this lead the 
underworld to think he could use 
influence to protect them? 

“There is no question about 
it,” said the forthright Kansas 
City Mayor. 

Had Binaggio attended the re- 
cent testimonials dinner for Wil- 
liam’ Boyle, Democratic national 
chairman, and had President Tru- 
man not been one of the guests. 

“I understand Binaggio was 
there,” Kemp answered. “Buf I 
don’t think he had a choice seat.” 

The Mayor said Binaggio and 
Gargotta may have been killed by 
an interstate gang that wanted to 
open up both St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. Or, he said, the killings 
may have been the outgrowth of 
a local feud. 

Binaggio, Kemp testified, was 
in the gambling business.

HOUSE GROUP VOTES 
CUT IN NIGHT CLUB 
EXCISE TO 10 PCT.

WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP) 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee reversed itself today and 


voted to cut the excise tax on 
night clubs to 10 per cent. It 
now is 20 per cent. 

If the cut finally becomes law, 
it would save patrons of cabarets, 
night clubs and the like about 
$19.000,000 in taxes annually. 
This and some smaller cuts 
voted today brings excise slashes 
approved thus far to more than 
$600,000,000 — more than three 
times the amount President Tru- 
man recommended for that part 
of the excise list already covered. 

The committee decided to ex- 
empt from the cabaret tav ordi- 
nary dance halls where pop is 
sold on the side. 

It also voted to repeal the 10 
per cent tax on _ baby bottle 
warmers, exempt rebuilt and re- 
conditioned auto parts from the 
5 per cent manufacturers” excise 
levy, and lift the 10 per cent 
manufacturers tax on radio sets 
for communication and naviga- 
‘tion, when sold to the govern- 
ment.

Man, 75, Lies Before Wheel, Blocks

SEVIERVILLE, Tenn., April 28 
(UP) — The wife of 75-year-old 
Alonzo Fassett told today how 
her husband threw his body under 
the wheel of their automobile and 
kept her from being carrie over 
a 2000-foot mountain cliff. 

Mrs. Fassett, who spent an 
anxious night at her husband's 
bedside in a hospital here, said 
the rear wheel passed over him 
but the car stopped one foot short 
of the precipice when the front 
wheel lodged .against him and 
held. 

Fassett apparently escaped with 
only brui and scratches, phy- 
sicians said after the overnight 
observation. 

The incident occurred yesterday 
as the pair was sightseeing in 
Great Smoky Mountain National 
Park on the way back home to De- 
troit from a five-month vaca- 
tion in Florida.

Public Clamor for Ouster. 

Center and right wing lea¢lers 
and newspapers have been de- 
manding such action ever since 
Joliot-Curie’s remarks to the Com- 
munist congress. His statements 
were assailed by the non-leftist 
press as a sentiment which should 
disqualify Joliot-Curie from hold- 
ing such a vital position. Social- 
ist newspapers also attacked the 
scientist’s statements at the time, 
although they did not specifically 
demand his ouster. 

The United States is known to 
be concerned that a man who 
openly embraces Communism 
should be in charge of atomic 
research in one of the big three 
Western powers. The United 
States does not share its atomic 
secrets with France, however. 

Many American officials have 
made it clear they distrust Joliot- 
Curie. He was permitted to at- 
tend the American - conducted 
Bikini atomic bomb tests after the 
war as an observer. 

Appointee of De Gaulle. 

The 50-year-old scientist, Nobel 
prize winner in chemistry in 1935, 
was appointed in 1946 by Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, then President, 
to head the French Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. 

Since that time Joliot-Curie's 
name frequently has been associ- 
ated with Communist activities. 
Late last year he attended the 
Rome meeting of the pro-Soviet 
peace partisans, which spear- 
headed a Communist - blessed 
world peace congress. Shortly 
thereafter he visited Moscow. 

His speeches. invariably de- 

fended the position of the Soviet 
Union in the postwar diplomatic 
struggle. His comments at Com- 
munist-sponsored meetings caused 
a broad section of French opinion 
to attack him as untrustworthy in 
his post. 
‘ Joliot-Curie at the age of 25 
was an assistant to Mme. Marie 
Curie. co-discoverer of radium, 
in the French Radium Institute. 
He collaborated with her in re- 
search on radioactivity. 

In 1926 he married Irene Curie, 
Marie Curie’s daughter and as- 
sistant. In 1933 Joliot-Curie won 
the Prix Henri Wilde and in 
1934, the Prix Marquet, prizes 
awarded by the Academy of 
Science. and later he was named 
to the research staff of the Na- 
tional Center of Scientific Re- 
search. At the same time he be- 
came secretary of the French 
Society of Physics and a member 
of the International Commission 
on Radium.

Charter 
changes require ‘two-thirds ap- 
proval of the members of the 
General Assembly, plus approval 
by any seven members of the. 
ll-member Security Council. 

Hoover said the United States 
was becoming “more and more. 
isolated as the sole contender in 
this cold war” and was “steadily 
losing ground” to Russia and its 
allies. 

Assailing the Soviet Govern- 
ment—-which was not recognized 
by the Unifed States until after he 
left the White House—Hoover 
said there was great need for a 
dynamic “new united front” 
against “creeping Red imperial- 
ism,”

Field, a man that others have 
called “the millionaire Commu- 
nist,” told a Senate Foreign Re- 
lations subcommittee it had no 
right to ask him about his polit- 
ical beliefs. 

He refused, too, to say whether 
or not he knows many of the peo- 
ple whose names have come into 
the subcommittee’s inquiry into 
charges there are Communists in 
the State Departntent. 

However, - Field was _ specific 
and emphatic about Lattimore. 
He said he knew him /and that it 
was “utterly false” that he ever 
told anyone that Lattimore or 
Mrs. Lattimore was a Communist, 
or that he ever attended a Com- 
munist meeting with them. 

Seviet Agent Charge Denied. 

Field was emphatic also in 
denying that he is Soviet 
espionage agent. He _ said he 
denied that “without qualification 
or reservation.” 

A great grandson of Commo- 
dore Cornelius Vanderbilt, who 
built one of America’s great for- 
tunes, Field has devoted much of 
his life to study of Far Eastern 
affairs. He has an office and 
home in New York. 

When field was dismissed from 
the stand, Edward Morgan, coun- 
sel for the committee, told him 
to remain in town as the com-

‘mittee might want to return to 


him after it had “‘taken considera- 
tion of contempt.” 

Field was called as a witness 
because of testimony the sub- 
committee got last week from 
Louis F. Budenz, former Com- 
munist editor. Budenz said Field 
Far Eastern affairs expert, 
had told him that. Lattimore, 
and a member of the Johns Hop- 
kins University faculty, was a 
Communist. Budenz also said that 
Field himself was a Soviet agent. 

The committee is investigating 
charges of Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, that the State 
Department is infiltrated by Com- 
munists and fellow travelers. Mc- 
Carthy has made Lattimore, some- 
times a consultant to the depart- 
ment, the central figure of his 
charge by saying he is willing 
to stand or fall as to his charges 
on the Lattimore case. 


Lattimore himself has denied 
the charges and called the Sen- 
ator an “unmitigated liar.”

LONDON, April 28 (UP)—Win- 
ston Churchill today demanded an 
early general election. The Con- 
servative party leader said the 
voters should be given a chance 
to end the nation’s political dead- 


lock and the “evil reign” of Prime 
Minister Attlee’s Socialist Gov- 


ernment. 

Churchill made his proposal in 
a speech before 6000 persons at 
the Primrose League Lodge, of 
which he is a grand master. 


He ignored the advice of some 
other ranking members of the 
Conservative party, who contend 
that it would be better to wait 
until fall to embark on another 
costly election campaign. 

These Conservatives, like many 
Labor party leaders, believe an- 
other election at this time would 
only result in another deadlock. 
The Labor party came through 
the Feb. 23 general election with 
a working majority of eight in 
the House of Commons. 

However, with many Labor 
members absent daily because of 
Government business and illness, 
the Government runs a constant 
risk of defeat in Commons. A 
defeat on a major issue would 
force its resignation. 

A new election could be called 
only by the government. Attlee 
is known to be reluctant to seek 
a new vote until next fall at the 
earliest. 

However, Churchill said: 

“We must not allow the rights 
pt the Parliament to be abrogated 
y any fear of another appeal to 
the people. We do not fear the 
British people. Trust the people 
is our faith, and it will not be 
long before that faith is decisively 
vindicated. 

Churchill noted that the gov- 
ernment had won two votes of 
confidence in Commons this week 
by only five votes.

“For official misconduct, any 
of said commissioners ... may 
be removed by the Governor, 
upon his being satisfied that such 
commissioner is guilty of the al- 
leged official misconduct. No such 
commissioner shall be so removed 
until the Governor has first noti- 
fied such commissioner in writ- 
ing of the particulars of such 
alleged official misconduct and 
shall have given such commis- 
sioner a reasonable opportunity 
to prove his innocence of such 
misconduct. Provisions of an act 
of the Fifty-seventh General As- 
sembly, Laws of 1933, shall not 
apply to this act or to any ap- 
pointments made hereunder ” 

“I Will Remove Them.”

“Russia has been approached 
from every angle in the interests 
of peace and continues to block 
every effort to attain it,” he said. 
“While it would Le desirable for 
all of the nations to co-operate in 
the U.N., Russia’s con{inual ob- 
struction prevents free nations 
from going ahead.” 

Taft Cites Atlantic Pact. 

Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 
of the G.O.P. Senate policy com- 
mittee, said Hoover’s suggestion 
for a united front “organized of 
those peoples who disavow Com- 
munism, who stand for morals 
and religion and who love free- 
dom” might have been accom- 
plished under the North Atlantic 
Treaty. 


“Instead,” he said, “the Admin- 
istration made it a military alli- 
ance.’ 

Taft said Hoover's suggestion | 
is interesting, adding that he him- | 
self long has been “in favor of | 
a determined effort to revise the | 
U.N. Charter.” | 

While Senator Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, said he agrees with 
Hoover’s proposal for a united 
anti-Communist front, he said the 
U.N. ought to be retained as a’ 
vehicle of contact with the Rus- 
sians. 

“I think we could obtain the 
united front by helping to organ- 
ize in the free world a limited 


federation of nations,” he said.

Other delegates speculated 
that any attempt to reorganize 
U.N. without the Russians would 
drive away such countries as In- 
dia and others among the “in- 
between” nations which do not 
want to be identified with any 
bloc.

Lead Used Previously. 

Previously, lead had been used

| The technical details were re- 
ported to the annual meeting of 

ithe American Physical Society by 

| University of Chicago Research- 
iers who worked under an Office 
of Naval Research contract. 

The gold was shipped by rail« 
way to Colorado and then taken 

i to a lofty point at Climax, Colo., 
11,500 feet above sea level. Al- 
though some cosmic rays pene- 
trate the earth all the time, the 
best place to interrupt them for 
study is at high altitudes. 

The bricks had to be machined 
into special plates, and highly 

| polished preparatory for use in a 
so-called “cloud chamber” where 

| the cosmic ray showers are pro- 
| duced for photographing. 

| Purity Unchanged. 

The cosmic rays actually ef- 
fected no major change in the 
gold itself, the Navy research 
man said, ‘and after the expéri-

i change in purity. There was no 
i change. 

Scientists are trying to find out 
everything possible about cosmié 
rays, invisible bullets from outer 
space.

The conference was trans- 
ferred from the President’s own 
executive office in the White 
House to the ornate “Indian 
Treaty Room” on” the fourth 
floor of the Old State Depart- 
ment Building across the street. 
The major improvements from 
the President’s viewpoint were: 

1. He had identification of 
the reporter and his newspaper 
before a question was asked. 

2. He could see and ‘hear his 
interrogators. 

He and his questioners were 
not interrupted during the in- 
terchange of remarks. 

The major advantages for re- 
porters were: 

1. The scramble to get into 
the conference room was elim- 
inated. 

2. Reporters were seated in- 
stead of standing. 

3. They too had the advant- 
age of identification of report- 
ers. 

4. They could see and hear 
better and could take notes 
without being jostled. The last 
named is more important than 
laymen might think.

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TRUMAN CALLS HOOVER: LIKED 
MORAL MOBILIZATION APPEAL 


WASHINGTON, April 28 (UP)

Then he 
ebdod. a bit bruesquely, that he 
had no comment on it. 

Truman’s attitude is believed to 
reflect advice he has received

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Heart Trouble 


St. Louis has heart trouble. 
The downtown business and administrative 


center, the heart of the city lying roughly be- 


tween Fourth and Thirteenth streets, and Lucas 
and Walnut, is not keeping pace with outlying 
developments. 

The area is by no means dead. But in con- 
trast with the bustling postwar development 
of Clayton, for example, “many of the buildings 
are old, some of them are dingy. They con- 


‘ trast sharply with the few modernized or rela- 


tively new structures throughout this district.” 

So ran the latest report in the Post-Dispatch 
series on “Progress or Decay?” Nor is the 
trouble merely a matter of appearance. Property 
values are declining while they are rising on the 
periphery of the community. Business firms 
are .meving out, or establishing ouflying 
branches. Industrial development on the edge 
of the downtown district has slowed almost to 
a halt, and the ring of slums is deepening. 

All this was recognized in the Comprehensive 
City Plan of 1947. As a matter of fact, the de- 
cline was recognized even earlier. But the im- 
portant thing is not merely to recognize the de- 
veloping germ of blight, but to take measures 
against them. 

The automobile, of course, makes it possible 
for some to escape from the downtown area. 
Still, there would be little excuse fdr the out- 
lying areas of the city and for its suburbs with- 
out the city’s heart. This downtown district 
still is the center of the city’s biggest commer- 
cial, governmental and ‘cultural activities. And 
the problem is to renovate and to improve 
their environment. 

In this, the automobile can be a help as well 
as a handicap. But if it is to be a help, better 
provisions will have to be made for it in or on 
the edges of the downtown area. More ade- 
quate parking facilities should be given major 
priority. Similar attention should also be given 
to street improvements which will provide bet- 
ter access to the downtown area. 

But the transformation cannot be worked by 
streets and parking facilities alone. The essen- 
tial requirement is human. Only people can 
give the downtown area a new liveliness, espe- 
cially after business hours. This means decent 
housing, instead of tenements, ih the neighbor- 
hoods adjacent to the heart of the city. 


Fortunately, there has been much discussion 
of these neéds. Tentative plans have been 
sketched. Civic spirit should now crystalize 
these proposals and turn them from blueprints 
into brick and stone. New interest in the prob- 
lem gives ground for new hope. 

Toward this end, a really dramatic develop- 
ment would be a great incentive. The comple- 
tion of the proposed riverfront park with its 
museums, eating places, recreational facilities 
and, above all, its symbolic and spectacular 
arch certainly would turn eyes and ambitions 
toward downtown St. Louis wtih a new keenness. 

It would be myopic to ignore the obstacles. 
Still the need for revitalization surely is great 
enough to overcome them.

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Hard Loser 


Senator Kerr of Oklahoma warns the Amer- 
ican Petroleum Institute that the presidential 
veto of. his natural gas bill has dire implica- 
tions. It increases the threat of federal regu- 
lation of gas production, he says. This, he in- 
sinuates, means an end to expansion of the gas 
industry. 

These predictions are based on the mere fear 
of regulation, not on any experience with it. 
So far the Government has not enforced regu- 
lation of gas prices at the well. The authority 
to restrain excessive prices in an interstate 
utility is essential to protect consumers, but 
regulation has not prevented, and need not 
prevent, a fair profit. Nor has regulation 
stopped the expansion of other utilities. 

But Senator Kerr is not a man to let an 
initial supposition stand in the way of a further 
inference, or a remote possibility.

Since April 5, Kansas City and Missouri gen- - 


erally have been looking to Gov. Smith~ for 
reassurance concerning the efficiency and 
morale of the Kansas City police. April 5 was 
the day the underworld political boss, Charles 
Binaggio, was murdered. 


* Gov. Smith has asked for the resignations of 


two members of the City Police Board. 
A clean sweep of the board as it existed on 
April 5 is essential to restore public confidence 
in the police. 

Sheridan Farrell was the first of the board 
members to go. He quit because he couldn't 
stand the “heat.” Gov. Smith has appointed 
a young attorney, Elmo Hunter, to fill his post. 

J. L. (Tuck) Milligan, chairman of the Police 
Board, offered his resignation and it has been 
accepted. He and Farrell were considered Binag- 
gio choices for the board. 

The remaining members, Hampton S. Cham- 
bers and R. Robert Cohn, are in a different 
category. They were appointed by former Gov. 
Donnelly, and both refuse to resign. To their 
credit, they had resisted some of the interfer- 
ence in the police department by Milligan and 
Farrell. 3 

But Chambers and Cohn did not prevent the 
appointment of a police supervisor said to be 
friendly with Binaggio.

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More Politeness for Frenchmen? 


But no! That great and estimable people, the 
French, are preparing to join as one man, one 
woman and one childin Quinzaine de l’amabilite, 
or Politeness Fortnight. A thousand pardons, 
but is this necessary? Is it wise? Will it even 
prove convenient? 

Consider, if you please, the politeness the 
French have even now. Beside it, the polish of 
international diplomacy is a new arrival. Be- 
side it, the courtesy of the United States Senate 
is but a crude and uncivil thing. Ah, yes! 

Imagine, if it does not discommode you, the 
entire French nation giving over two weeks to 
making themselves more polite, ceaselessly more 
polite. Will there not come a day when, if 
Re- 
gard it well, if you will be so kind—there is 
a limit to the politeness that can be crowded 
into a day rudely limited to 24 hours. 

Our friends of the French nation will, we 
know, graciously consent to consider the matter 
in the alarming light which we have attempted 
to throw on it. For which, a million thanks; 
veritably, a million thanks. 
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Star of Hope in the Fast . 

The appearance of one dove of peace is a 
no more sure sign of a coming pact than one 
swallow makes an English summer. But the 
situation in India certainly looks more encourag- 
ing today than at any time since Gandhi 
achieved his feat of peace-making—unfortunately 
only temporary—two and a half years ago. The 
agreement between India and Pakistan that. 
was announced earlier this month is beginning 
to take on form and substance, and furthermore 
it is likely to be extended. 

The signs that a new era of good feeling 
among Hindus and Moslems may be dawning 
include such items as these: 

A trade agreement between India and Pakis- 
tan has been reached. It is only for a limited 
time and provides only for a limited range of 
commodities, but it is the first breach in the 
wall of separation that was erected between 
the two states whose economics naturally com- 
plement each other. 

The Moslem Shia sect has decided to align 
itself with the Hindu-dominated Indian National 
Congress as a constructive move to ease the 
crisis. | 

The Pakistani textile importers have with 
drawn their boycott of Indian goods. 


A militant Moslem newspaper in Karachi, 
Dawn, has announced, as a gesture of good will, 
a daily column on minority affairs to be con- 
ducted by a Hindu. | . 

On the eve of his second meeting with the 
Pakistani Premier, now in progress at Karachi, 
Pandit Nehru expressed the hope that India 
and Pakistan would be able to form bonds of 
friendship similar to those between the United 
States and Canada. He envisaged the develop- 
ment of common policies governing economic 
affairs, transport, irrigation, communications 
and defense. It is especially significant that 
the Kashmir dispute is on the agenda of this 
second conference. 

It is encouraging that both sides are becom- 
ing increasingly alive to the tremendous issues 
at stake. As the Pakistani Foreign Minister 
says, India and Pakistan are the largest, strong- 
est and most stable bloc in the East: “If we go 
down there is no hope for Asia.” A genuine 
settlement along the-lines now being worked 
out would have an imménse stabilizing effect 
on the whole Asian situation and would help 
to counter-balance for the West the Communist 
victory in China. , |

Out of the babel of voices touched off 
by Senator McCarthy’s wild Red charges 
there has emerged the imperative need for 
a congressional inquiry into the irresponsi- 
ble and dangerous activities of the pro-Na- 
tionalist China lobby. 


The China lobby is voracious. It is dis- 

satisfied with the $6,000,000,000 worth of 
gold bullion, arms and equipment the 
United States gave to Chiang Kai-shek, de- 
spite the stubborn 
refusal of that old 
warrior to reform 
his corrupt regime. 
Presumably nothing 
short of a World War 
III over China, hy- 
drogen bombs and 
all, will satisfy it. 


Only a skillful and_ 
determined congres- 
sional probe can ex- #2 
pose the China lob- og 
by. It shrinks from 
strong light. 

Who are the chief 
figures of the _ so- 
called “China cult”? 
It might be useful to take a look at a 
few of the prime cultists and stack up their 
backgrounds against the reputations of the 
Trumans, the Achesons, the Jessups and 
the Lattimores. 

Alfred Kohlberg. A wealthy importer of 
Chinese textiles, Kohlberg belatedly ac- 
knowledged he had fed information to 
“Jumping Joe” McCarthy. For years this 
owlish, sharp-tongued, busy New Yorker 
has carried on a furious campaign against 
officials of the State Department whom 
he blames for our China program. 


Alfred Kohlberg 


His Special Interest 


Last September, during an inquiry into 
Chiang propagandists, Kohlberg told the 
writer and Ben Bradlee of the Washington 
Post that he had a $1,500,000,000 annual 
business stake in China, where Chinese 
women in the cottage system of piecework 
finished handkerchiefs and other linens 
for his importing firm. Presumably this 
source of cheap labor has now been closed 
to Kohlberg by the fall of the discredited 
Chiang Government. 

Kohlberg is the financial angel of the 
American China Policy Association, formed 
after he had lost a bitter” control battle 
within the Institute of Pacific Relations, 
with which both Jessup and Lattimore were 
connected. The association’s special beat 
is the newspaper run, with some 2000 edi- 
tors and publishers receiving its propa- 
ganda regularly. 

But Kohlberg has been known to give 
more where “personal friendship,” as he 


-put it, is involved. In 1948 he contributed 


$1000 to the campaign fund of Senator 
Styles Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
who aided and encouraged McCarthy. 


It was Kohlberg’s good friend Bridges 
who took to the Senate floor when Mc- 
Carthy’s publicity stock was crashing, to 
defend McCarthy and launch a bitter at- 
tack on Secretary Acheson. It was Wil- 
liam Loeb, publisher of the Manchester 
(N. H.). Union, in Bridges’ home state, 
who next day echoed the assault on Ache- 
son. Perhaps it is only a coincidence that 
Loeb currently is president of Kohlberg’s 
American China Policy Association. 


Man With a Thin Skin 


Although Kohlberg, who financed the in- 
temperate magazine, Plain Talk, shows lit- 
tle restraint in his vociferous attacks on 
those who disagree with him an China 
policy, he has a remarkably thin skin when 
he himself is subjected to criticism. A 
prolific letter-writer, he is quick to insin- 
uaie that any newspaper or reporter who 
dares question his activities is a pawn or 
a dupe of the Communists. 


William J. Goodwin of Roslyn, L. L 
Kohlberg is not registered as a lobbyist, 


} 


but until very recently Goodwin was an 
agent for the Chiang Kai-shek Govern- 
ment at $30,000 a year. 


. While denying reports that he had fed 
McCarthy specific “information,” he said: 
“But there’s no question in my mind that 
the letters and pamphlets I’ve been send- 
ing McCarthy and other Senators for a 
long time are largely responsible for the 
present crusade.” 


How does Goodwin’s background look 
as compared with his target, Dean Ache- 
son? Before the war Goodwin was a 
member of the notorious strong-arm. Chris- 
tian Front that centered around the rab- 
ble-rousing radio priest, Father Coughlin. 


In 1944 he became treasurer of the 
American Democratic National Committee, 
later investigated by Congress. Six weeks 
before Pearl Harbor, he wrote that Nazi 
Germany was not a violator of internation- 
al law, but that the United States was. 
These are but the highlights of his en- 
gaging record. 


Telepathy for McCarthy 


Joseph P. Kamp. Although Kamp has 
denied feeding McCarthy information, the 
existence of some type of telepathic com- 
munication seems most probable if one 
studies McCarthy’s major Senate address 
on the subject of the “Communist-infested” 
State Department and Kamp’s lurid book, 
“America Betrayed.” Many of the sen- 
tences and phrases are identical. 


Kamp, born Kampf, has been identified 
by Friends of Democracy as an extreme 
right-wing propagandist under conviction 
for contempt of Congress. His organiza- 
tion, the Constitutional Educational League, 
was cited by the Justice Department dur- 
ing the war as a channel for seditious 
propaganda. Kamp’s hate-mongering lit- 
erature was commended highly and dis- 
tributed by pro-Nazi agencies. 


Robert M. Harriss. Also in the Chiha 
picture, Harriss, a New York cotton brok- 
er, was indicted for alleged irregularities 
in connection with the Congressional Lob- 
bying Act. He is listed as a trustee of the 
Institute of Chinese Culture in Washington. 


Last year he served as treasurer of a 
dinner given in New York for the Arch- 
bishop of Nanking. Kohlberg was vice- 
chairman of the dinner committee and 
signed the letters of invitation. Goodwin 
was a co-sponsor. Harriss associated with 
the Christian Front before the war, and 
served as Coughlin’s financial adviser dur- 
ing the latter’s heyday as a Nazi apologist. 


Other “China Cultists” 


There are, of course, many other active 
members of the so-called “China cult.” 
Not all, like Kohlberg and Gen. Chen- 
nault (who has China airline investments), 
have financial stakes in resuscitating the 
Chiang Government. The Bill Bullitts, the 


Representative Judds, the Albert Wede-. 


meyers and the Luces are in there pitch- 
ing too, but their strong feelings about 
China have never been connected with their 
pocketbooks. 


The notorious China lobby has cried out, 
by its newest antics, for full investigation. 
The damage already done reaches to the 
corners of the earth, with Communists 
exploiting the whole mess for their own 
purposes abroad. No one has expressed 
the danger more pointedly than Lattimore, 
when he told the Tydings subcommittee: 

“If the people of this country can differ 
with the so-called China lobby or with 
Senator McCarthy only at the risk of the 
abuse to which I have been subjected, free- 
dom will not long survive.” '

Between Book Ends 


Joyce Almost Explairted 


JAMES JOYCE, by W. Y. Tindall. (Twentieth Century 

Libra@y, 134 .pgs., $2.) 

I didn’t think it was possible to write a 
critique of “Finnegan’s Wake” so interest- 
ingly that it would make me want to run 
to that work because of the thought that 
now it would be intelligible. 

That is precisely what W. Y. Tindall has 
succeeded in doing in his latest work on 
James Joyce. True, after I ran to “Fin- 
negan’s Wake” I had to give it up again 
in despair after a few pages. But such is 
the magic of Tindall’s evocative study that 
upon the completion of the book it does 
leave the reader with the feeling that now 
he understands what Joyce had to say and 
how he went about saying it. 

Tindall begins his study with a sum- 
mary of what has been written about Joyce 
up till now, then goes back to Joyce and 
shows how each successive work helped 
create and forge the symbols he used in 
his later writings. He presents his readers 
with a penetrating analysis of the formal 

structure of “Ulysses” 
and submits its sym- 
bolism to a minute 
scrutiny.. But it is in 
the last chapters 
dealing with “Finne- 
gan’s Wake” that 
Tindall’s scholarship 
excells. Here the 
whole fabric of 
Joyce’s past life and 
works is woven into 
a comprehensible en- 
tity. Earwicker’s 
dream becomes un- 
enone an :

This book is the. first of a series of 
books of critical appraisal of men who 
have helped shape the modern world. In 
the words of *Hiram Haydn, the editor, 
“These books have been written: by au- 
thors who are recognized authorities in 
their field and who are able to discuss 
difficult and important ideas with clarity 
and without superficiality. These books 
are not for specialists. They are written 
to oper new doors of understanding to the 
intellectually curious—in whatever field.”

“I see no intense need for prep- 
arations for war,” he then de- 
clared. “I do not see any imme- 
diate danger of war.” 

He cautioned, however, against 
the danger of creating blocs or 
spheres of influence, saying they 
always “carry the danger of war.” 
He contended that the best way 
to settle international disputes is 
through the United Nations. 

Russian-Yugoslav Quarrel. 

Tito expressed conviction that 
Russia is “not preparing an at- 
tack on us.” He said Yugoslavia 
meanwhile remains ‘cool and pa- 
tient.” 

Asked whether he thought there 
was any possibility of solving 
Yugoslavia’s two-year quarrel with 
the Moscow-led Cominform, he re- 
plied: 

“It’s not up to us to say. It 
probably will last for a certain 
time. But it must be solved ulti- 
mately so that at least normal or 
bearable relations will be estab- 
lished.” 

Tito said he saw no possibility 
of civil war or an uprising in the 
Cominform countries despite dis- 
satisfaction. 

He asserted Communist China 
should be admitted to the U. N. 
immediately because it would 
lessen the threat of war and 
would strengthen the U. N. 

Remarks on U. S. Aid. 
Tito said American policy 
toward Yugoslavia is of long term 
interest to his country because 
he believes that the United States 
is sincere in its offers of economic 
help to Yugoslavia. He admitted 
that Yugoslavia was short on 
consumer goods and that more 
aid from other countries would 
help increase food and other 
production in Yugoslavia. 

Tito told the correspondents 
Yugoslavia is ‘‘willing to start di- 
rect negotiations” with Italy 
over differences between the two 
countries. He said in a speech 
in Parliament yesterday he hoped 
for improvement of _ relations 
with Italy. 

He made it clear, however, that 
his country is not prepared to 
trade away its interests in the 
disputed free territory of Trieste, 
part of which now is controlled 
by Yugoslavia troops. Declaring 
that Yugoslavia would not use 
| Trieste “as a basis for trade” 
| with Italy, he asserted it is not 
up to Yugoslavia tg make pro- 
posals for settlement but up to 
the Italian government. 

Tito expressed belief that the 
|postwar difference between 
'Greece and Yugoslavia will be 
'solved-“with normal relations,” 
| adding that “it would be of bene- 
| fit to both.” 
| He told Parliament yesterday 
that Yugoslavia is ready to re- 
isume full diplomatic relations 
| with Greece and would name a 
‘diplomatic envoy within a few 
|days. The two countries with-

Quiz Satire 


HE movies, which have taken it on the chin at the box- 
office because of the millions who stayed home to listen 

| to the big-prize radio quiz programs during the past year 
or two, have at last come back with a dig at the enemy in 
“CHAMPAGNE FOR CAESAR,” starring 
Ronald Colman, at LOEW’S STATE THEA- 
TER. That such programs are a perfect 
target for ridicule goes without saying. 
Scripters Hans Jacoby and Fred Brady, and 


Director Richard Whorf haven’t had to bur- 


lesque them. They've merely had to present 
_ a reasonable facsimile of one, this a televi- 
sion production, and it exposes itself. | 

For the sake of a comedy plot, they have, let us say, 
expanded the possibilities slightly—instead of running the 
jackpot up to $30,000 or so on a double or nothing basis, 
our hero boosts it to $40,000,000. In spite of the travesty 
of the amount of the final prize, this comes under the head of 
effective and amusing satire. The film goes into outright 
burlesque in picturing an advertising-genius type of soap com- 
pany head, a caricature with “The Hucksters” as a model. 
This Vincent Price makes very funny. We must temper this 
praise, however, with the suspicion the director had a lot to 
do with it, as Vincent's dramatics are only a slight exaggera- 
tion of his usudi unctuous style. ‘ 

Colman plays Beauregard Bottomley, a gentle bookwarm, 
whose dander is aroused because of the snide way he is turned 
down byghe soap company head for a $40-a-week research job. 
He gets on the company’s television quiz show, runs through 
the easy questions, but refuses to take his prize of $160. He 
insists on continuing on following programs on a double or 
nothing basis. They throw terrifically difficult questions on 
obscure subjects at him fo eliminate him, but Beauregard has 
memorized the Encyclopedia .Brittanica and rattles off: the 
answers glibly. He makes known he is out for $40,000,000— 
the amount the soap company is worth, lock stock and barrel 
—to make his revenge complete. The company discontinyes 
the program, but the indignant public boycotts its products 
and soap sales drop to nothing, so it is forced to revive the 
contest. The final results are influenced by a double romance 
which springs up, involving Beauregard and a siren (Celeste. 
Holm) sent to wheedle his knowledge weaknesses out of him, 
and Beauregard's sister hoe Britton) and the contest 
announcer (Art Linkletter) who also started out to spy on 
the genius. ° ° 
- The results are quite diverting, but the satire is nowhere 
as searing or penetrating as it might have been. For one thing, 
because Colman must remain a romantic lead, he is kept 
gentle, gallant and urbane in the Colman manner, whereas 
the role might have been better served by the caustic acidity 
and waspish egomania of a Clifton Webb. Then the script, 
having rendered the target helpless with a series of jabs, - 
refuses to land a satiric haymaker. But we at least can enjoy 
the jabs, such as Beauregard’s solemn warning that the con- 
tests are the agents of a national intellectual decline—when 
the correct answer as to the sum of two and two evokes 
riotous studio applause and wins a prize, Beauregard points 

out, eventually a mental feat of that caliber will become 
‘generally regarded as a top intellectual goal. 


French Floperoo 
Most of M4 French films which find their way to St. Louis 


are of a high grade. It was to be “expected that “THE 

QUEEN’S LOVER,” which opens at the ART tomorrow would 

be in this category. It was writen by Jean Cocteau, who 
has turned out such excellent works as “The 
Eternal Return,” and “Beauty and the Beast,” 
from a 112-year-old drama by Victor Hugo 
(“Ruy Blas”) and stars Jean Marais and 
Danielle Darrieux. But to say it is disap- 
pointing would be mild. It is turgid and 
downright dull. 

The script lacks vitality, drive and inci- 
sive drama, in spite of such materials as a peasant mistaken 
for a lord in seventeenth century Spain who advances to great 
power, becames the Queen’s lover, finds he is a victim of a 
. court intrigue by ,the chief of police, and ends it by killing 

the chief and himself. The treatment wavers between the 
Douglas Fairbanks one of athletic adventure, and heavy drama. 
Nowhere is the ethereal dreamy Cocteau quality evident (he 
didn’t direct it). Marais’s acting in a dual role is over- 
obvious, and Mile. Darrieux makes the queen static and 
scarcely emotional. Marcel Herrand as the sleek police chief 
is the only really satisfactory principal, and even he is handi- 
capped for Americans by looking too much like Billy De Wolfe. 
Bad cutting has made for jerky continuity. Perhaps there is 
something to recommend this to foreign film fans, but, if so, 


it escaped us.

NEW YORK. 
HE day in the Human hts 
T Commission Wednesday was 
not very peaceful, and I 
think it was largely because I 
started the commission off all 
wrong in the morning. 

I did not intend, of ceurse, to 
offend the honorable delegates or 
to be discourteous. But I was 
away on Monday and for some in- 
conceivable reason I got it into my 
head that the speeches on a reso- 
lution presented by the delegates 
had all been made by the pro- 
ponents of the resolution. This 
resolution asked the General As- 
sembly to bestir itself and write a 
covenant on freedom of informa- 
tion at its next session. 

The United States had an 
amendment to propose. First, we 
had a suggestion that we drop 
the resolution, which, I must say, 
I had little hope of having any- 
one accept. Then our amend- 
ment was to substitute a very 
much milder last sentence to the 
resolution to the effect that noth- 
ing which the Human Rights 
Commission had done on freedom 
of information prevented the 
General Assembly from proceed- 
ing to draft a covenant if it de- 
sired. 

Then I made the speech on our 
amendment at the opening of the 
session without letting anybody 
else speak first and the result was 
that I hurt everybody’s feelings 
and made them all feel injured 
for the rest of the morning. I 
apologizéd profusely because I 
knew only too well how stupid I 


had been. But one can never 
undo stupid things of that kind 
once they are done, nor can one 
change the way people feel about 
them. 

x « * 

THEN AT HOME, I read the 
following pre ob ‘of one of the 
newspaper columnists: “What it 
(Secretary Acheson’s total diplo- 
macy) means is that in these days 
every Afnerican citizen is a diplo- 
mat in himself and another term 
for it would be total self-respon- 
sibility.” I could not help feeling 
that I had fallen far short of 
“total diplomacy” during the day 
and deserved exactly what I got— 
a day in which the ‘whole com- 
— felt anything. but co-oper- 
ative.

IT WAS GOOD NEWS to read 
that the: CIO Communications 
Workers of America had post- 
poned the telephone workers’ 
nation-wide strike. A spirit of 
conciliation must be abroad be- 
tween the Government and ail 
labor leaders, for the leaders of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen has 


granted the Government’s request 
for a two-weeks’ postponement of 
their strike. 

It is an old saying that strikes 
take place only in good times and 
yet at the present tim®t unem- 
ployment rates as one of the most 
important subjects in the Gallup 
Poll lists of matters that the peo- 
ple are really worrying about. 
All over the country our gover- 
nors of states should be making 
surveys on this question and try- 
ing to come up with the answers 
as to how in gocd times we must 
make every effort to keep down 
unemployment.

It isn’t necessary to go that far 
—not for one more round, at least 
—but you should meld your nine, 
joker, and one of your deuces. 
This builds the meld of nines up 
to six cards. Also, it invites part- 
ner to complete the canasta if he 
can. 

You save your other deuce be- 
cause you may need it to form a 
meld and go out—and if by chance 
an opponent gets .hat big pack, 
you are going to want to go out 
as fast as you can. Your chance 
of getting the frozen pack is very 
poor, anyway, since your only pair 
is the eights; and your jack and 
six are dangerous cards that may 
give the pack away. Once you 
have the canasta, either you or 
your partner may be able to go 
out with the proper draws, and 
this is protection against having 
the opponents run away with a 
big score. Meanwhile you sacri- 
fice: no part of your chance to 
make the big score yourself if 
you or your partner are lucky 
enough to get the pack.

Miss Hunt laughs, “I suppose I 
should get offended when people 
recognize me easily on the street. 
But I don’t. God knows I could 
never be beautiful. Even when I 
was 21, I looked the same, except 
for the wrinkles. I suppose what- 
ever beauty there is in me is in 


the soul.” 
Y ever, that she would wear any- 

thing from sackcloth to sarong 
in order to appear in this play 
which she dearly loves. She’s 
happy to have it on tour and 
especially happy that it’s in the 
Middle West. 


“You see,” she explains, “when 
I arrived in Hollywood two 
years ago to make a movie, right 
after I'd made ‘Great Expecta- 
tions,’ they paid me a great many 
compliments, but added, ‘You do 
understand you’re quite unknown 
in the Middle West?’

I can tell, not by the laugh- 
ter at the right time, but by the 
silences, when I have all those 
difficult things to say.” 

Admittedly controversial, the 
play, a translation from the 
French play by Jean Giraudoux, 
has been called everything from 
Communistic propaganda to a de- 
fense of free enterprise. Its star 
considers its basic theme, “the
